Congresssional Portraits. 

Mary Clemmer Ames, in one of her Washing- 
ton letters to the Jadependent, gives us the fol- 
lowing pen-sketches :— 

SPEAKER BLAINE 

is taking a recess on the floor, and Ellis H. 
Roberts of New York is in the chair. At the 
first glunce his snow-white hair gives the im- 
pression that a venerable gentleman is presid- 
ing over his brethren; buta second look tells 
us the opposite story. We have no right to 
‘call a man on the young side of fifty ‘‘old,” no 
matter what freak his hair may have taken, or 
what may be its preference in regard to color. 
This gentleman is by no means a stranger to 
the Independent, or to his native State, whose 
central district he so ably represents. I read 
somewhere the other day that ‘‘self-made men 
never finished themselves off well.” Very often 
they are rough at the corners, and sometimes 
too self-admiring to see their own angles. They 
have a fashion, also, of ‘‘despising colleges” and 
all purely systematic scholastic culture. This 
was true of Horace Greeley; but is not true of 
our friend, who, in working his way up from a 
printing-oflice, worked his way through Yale 
College, and is one of the minority of really 
cultivated men in the House. He is what his 
colleagues call a “fortunate member”—-that is, 
he started free and clear upon his Congressional 
career and has never since gone into a cloud. 
If he does nothing astonishing (which men of 
perfectly sound common-sense rarely do in the 
House) he does everything that he attempts 30 
well that his reputation from the first has been 
that of aclear-headed, sagacious, safe legislator.

John Co- 
burn, of Indianapolis, another bright man, es- 
capes it; while Godlove S. Orth, of Lafayette, 
one of the truest and best-hearted of men, with 
a face like a full-orbed moon, lit by two kindly 
and smiling eyes, is the very opposite; but he 
was born in Pennsylvania and was educated at 
Gettysburg College. The Ohioan is usually a 
bucolic looking gentleman. No matter where 
he went to college, nor how long he served in the 
army, his aspect is still suggestive of butter- 
milk, cream, clover, fallow soil and luxurious 
growth. If he has not lain in the lilies he has 
surely fed on the fat things of life. ‘There is Gen- 
eral Garfield—he was a good soldier, and is one 
of the most scholarly men in the House; but he 
doesn’t look like a soldier or a scholar. He 
looks a cross between a luxurious gentleman 
farmer and a luxurious Methodist preacher, 
fond by temperament of revival meetings and 
all their fervent excitements.

An- 
other Ohioan, whose face somehow suggests the 
pastoral, though born and educated on the Hud- 
son river, is Isaac R. Sherwood, of Bryan. 
But thirty-nine years of age, his record out- 
ranks even that of his gallant colleague, for he 
enlisted in the Union army as a private soldier 
and served for months in the ranks in West 
Virginia. He is tall, stately and handsome, 
with all the free Western Lonhomie of manner.

tablets of those who have died in the war, show 
that patriotism and valor have not ceased to stir 
our educated young men to heroic deeds. A 
nation has reason to rejoice when those who 
come from the more favored classes, and have 
received the advantages of the highest intellec- 
tual training, rush to the posts of danger and 
rally round the flag. During the rebellion no 
class sprang to arms with more alacrity than 
the students and graduates of our colleges. 
Yale, Brown, Dartmouth, and the rest, have, 
alike with Harvard, the same honorable record. 

We are glad thus to bear testimony to the 
fidelity of our educated men. We also rejoice 
at the progressive steps which have been taken 
towards a system more adapted to the real 
wants of our time. Cornell and Ann Arbor 
have done a great work for an advanced edu- 
cation, not only in the establishment of institu- 
tions instinct with fresh American life, but also 
for the influence which they have exerted on 
the older colleges.

Reconstruction by Colonization. 

Mr. Charles Stearns, who writes in another 
column in behalf of the colored men at the 
South, is an old and well-known worker in the 
anti-slavery cause. Ie is now engaged in prac- 
tical efforts to aid the South through coloniza- 
tion. There are colonies of laborers, such as 
nuke our Lynns, Milfords, Bridgewaters, and a 
host of other towns in New England, ready to 
settle, buy land and begin the work of their 
nimble fingers. There is land in every South- 
ern State running to waste for the want of 
tillers, while everything that is used, from the 
cradle of the new-born babe to tie coffin of the 
old man, is imported. The South can never be 
reconstructed until this is changed. , The one 
element needed to make this change is capital. 
If Mr. Stearns and the society he represents 
could secure from our capitalists only a small 
sum to enable them to buy the land, they could 
then begin the practical work of reconstruction. 
If the enlightened capitalists of Boston would 
advance money enough, secured by mortgage 
on the land, they would prove themselves the 
best friends of the South. Boston has shown 
her quick sympathies in her noble aid to the 
Louisiana sufferers. She can also do for the 
whole South what was done for Kansas through 
the New England Emigration Society, by taking 
hold of the work which Mr. Stearns has started. 
We trust that the capitalists will give him ‘a 
hearing and practical codperation. 

In this connection we would suggest to our 
friends of the Homestead and Southern Emi- 
gration Society that they be careful in the be- 
ginning of their enterprise to keep in mind cer- 
tain business rules which are necessary for suc- 
cess. $In the organization of colonies care must 
be taken that men of push and force lead. To 
send simply scores of men who have not the 
power or will to build up a new town will end 
in certain failure. The South already has too 
many who aim to live without work. Recon- 
struction will be aided by starting new indus- 
tries, not by providing a refuge for the idle and 
thriftless. We are glad to be informed that Mr. 
Stearns proposes, in the really noble work},in 
which he is engaged to infuse into his plan of 
colonization business energy and business prin- 
ciples.

Under a warrant issued according to an 
act passed last February, directing the officer 
‘to distrain the goods or chattels” of the de- 
linquents, ‘‘except such as by law are specially 
exempted,” a scizure of a cow belonging tu the 
Fosters has been made by the deputy of the 
sheriff, and held to await a sale ‘‘at public ven- 
due,” if the tax is not paid within four days, 
with interest, costs and charges, according to 
law.

How Women were made Govern- 
ment Clerks. 

Mr. Alexander Delmar, in one of his series of 
papers on ‘Recollections of the Civil Service,” 
in Appleton’s Journal, answers the question: 
What sort of clerks do women make? At va- 
riéus times he had under his immediate super- 
vision some sixty or seventy of the sex, and, 
therefore, writes from a knowledge derived from 
experience. Until recently the only work in 
the public offices which, it was thought, women 
could do was that of copying. Mr. Delmar re- 
solved to make a trial, so he called to his ad- 
vice the ladies themselves. The council he 
convened represented three classes. The first 
was a lady about twenty-eight or thirty years of 
age, who had the reputation of being the smart- 
est clerk and book-keeper in the Treasury de- 
partment. She represented the talent of the 
sex. The second was a young lady about twen- 
ty years of age, pretty, brilliant and saucy, who 
stood for the beauty and. spirituality of her sis- 
ters. The third was “an old tabby” ‘‘who had 
been saddled on the department by some vica- 
riously charitable member of Congress and left 
as a legacy to me by the Register of the Treas- 
ury.” The first was both willing and anxious 
to begin the new work. The second would not 
only undertake to keep books, but also to try to 
beat the men at it. The third bowed submis- 
sively to any fate that might be in store for her. 
Then others were called in and agreed to join 
in the new crusade. So in a few days the men 
of the bureau were thrown into a great commo- 
tion by the entrance of women who took their 
places at the books. This first systematic at- 
tempt proved a marked success. Congress soon 
voted them an advance of salary. The fore- 
bodings of failure fell to the ground. The 
women are not only capable, but are more to 
be relied upon. ‘‘They are strictly honest and 
faithful.” They do not sham and cheat as so 
many men have been wont to. The women are 
of a better class. Many of them belong to 
families who have seen better days. One was 
the orphan daughter of a former Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. Three or four were 
related to former members of Congress from 
Virginia and Maryland. A number were plant- 
er’s daughters, thoroughly cultivated and accus- 
tomed to the best society. On the other hand 
Mr. Delmar adds: ‘‘The male clerks are too 
often not gentlemen. The best are the older 
ones, who have been tamed down by Washing- 
ton social life. The worst are the young poli- 
ticians, who have recently been imported from 
the country towns, where they were doubtless 
of sume importance, and placed in office by 
their friends in Congress.

Wuat Concress Dip.—The Washington cor- 
respondent of the Journal thus sums up the 
results of the last session: Nine hundred and 
sixty bills and joint resolutions were introduced 
in the Senate, of which one hundred and thirty- 
one became laws. Three thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-seven bills and joint resolutions 
were introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives, of which four hundred and twenty-six be- 
came laws. Two bills have been vetoed and 
two have been pocketed, or become laws with- 
out the President's signature. The most im- 
portant bill passed was that which embraced 
the revised code framed under the supervision 
of Judge Poland of Vermont. ‘The laws of 
the land, formerly in seventeen volumes, are now 
published in one. On the first day of the ses- 
sion just closed Charles Sumner introduced a 
bill in the Senate which stood number one on 
the caleniar, supplementary to an act to pro- 
tect all citizens of the United States in their 
civil rights, and to furnish the means for their 
vindication. ile expressed his hope that the 
Senate would at an early day proceed to the 
consideration of this bill, that they might speed 
it to its just conclusion before Christmas day. 
The bill, was passed by the Senate in a mangled 
state, and never definitely acted upon by the 
House. Mr. Sumner also introduced bill num- 
ber two to secure equal rights in the public 
schools of Washington, which has never been 
acted upon, and bill number three, which pro- 
posed a return to specie payments in a year 
and a half, and by a gentle process of contrac- 
tion. This measure, also, is, like its originator, 
dead. 


Mr. Dawes on Finance.—Mr. Dawes, to- 
wards the close of the session, rose to explain 
and asked the attention of the country to the 
financial condition of affairs. As chairman of 
the Committee of Ways and Means, he bore 
testimony to the good service of the Committee 
on Appropriations; he believed its members 
cculd go home knowing their action commended 
them to the public judgment as well as to their 
own convictions. One side of the ledger having 
been presented in so flattering manner he wished 
to say a word as to the other side of the ledger. 
The Committee on Ways and Means had taken 
the instructions of the House in the early part 
of the session, and had adhered to them. It had 
been instructed not to report any increase of 
taxation, the House having faich in the recuper- 
ative powers of the people. Within the last 
two months the receipts of the Treasury De- 
partment had been six or seven millions more 
than the current expenses.

During my residence there, 
at least three, and [ think four, colored persons tl 
in my neighborhood were hung by a mob with- it 
out the shadow of atrial. ‘Two of them were S 
charged with simply attempting to strike their |“ 
white employers. In neither of these cases 
was the least attempt made at punishing the 
perpetrators of these outrages. In no case has 
the colored man the least show in endeavoring 
to collect his wages from his white employer. 
Men openly boast of their intention to pay the 
negro but little or nothing at the end of the 
year. ; 
I am aware that the United States govermn- 
ment is not to blame for the perpetration of 
these outrages. Gen. Grant, in his noble efforts 
to suppress Ku-Kluxism, has done more to 
protect the lives of the colored men than all the 
State-courts throughout the South. The evil 
lies in the temper and spirit of the Southern 
people. But, lest it should be supposed that 
Georgia is the only State infected with this spirit 
of negro hate, allow me to quote the following 
incident from the June number of the American 
Missionary Magazine of the experience of a 
minister in Virginia: ‘‘On Fridayd was twenty 
miles from , and, having shown my creden- 
tials as a minister, was invited to preach in two | } 
churches. I was also to step over to a colored | 18 
church and organize a Sunday-school. After I la 
had read the hymn and prayed, the officers of 
the church motioned to speak with me and in- 
formed me that they felt it their duty to request 
me not to preach, as they understood I was to 
hold a meeting for negroes in the afternoon.” 
He then left the house without preaching, and re- 
paired to the other church, seven miles distant ; 
on entering which he was requested not to 
preach by the official who had invited him to 
do so previously. He was then obliged to walk 
fifteen miles to obtain food and rest for the night. 
This feeling of antipathy towards the negro 
is almost universal at the South. Nothing that 
I did while there awakened so much opposition 
as the attempt on my part to divide a plantation 
of 1500 acres among the freedmen, allowing 
them aterm of years in which to pay for the 
same. It is extremely difficult, in most cases, 
for the colored man to obtain land on any 
terms, and yet the great desire of the rural
